T R E N T O N , N. J., Sept. 2 5 — The 


political contest that is being fought 


out in the state primaries today has 


stirred New Jersey from Cape May to 


the New York state line. 
T h e contest 


is one of the most interesting and 


exciting that this state has seen in 
years. 
Th e republican party is divided in­ 
to two hostile factions, very much as 
the 
party is divided 
in Wisconsin. 
T h e “ stalwarts” in New Jersey this 


year are called "regulars” and 
the 
“ half breeds’’ are known as the “ Col- 
byites," 
"reformers” 
or 
“ new 
idea” 
men. 
Th e “ regular” or organization re­ 
publican leaders comprise pretty much 
all the office-holders. Governor Stokes 
and other state house officials. United 
States Senators Kean 
and 
Dryden, 
and all the representatives in congress 
from this state. 
It is sustained by 
every member of the state committee 
and by efficient organizations in every 
county. 
In short, it is a powerful and 
well constructed machine, in 
good 
working order. 
The reformers, as the other faction 
are pleased to call themselves, are led 
by three men who have for the past 
two or three years been conspicuous 
figures in New Jersey politics. 
Th ey 
are Everett Colby, senator from Es- 
sex county; Mnyor Fagan of Jersey 
City, and George L. Record, corpora­ 
tion counsel of Jersey City. 
There are 
two principal planks in the reform 
platform. 
These are equal taxation 
and limited franchises. 
The reformers 
claim that the railroads are paying a 
ridiculously unequal share of the tax­ 
es. 
The reformers declare that the re­ 
publican organization has for so many 
years been the close political ally of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company 
that it does not dare the big corpora­ 
tion to come forward and assume its 
just share of the tax burden. 
T h e two factions fight it out at the 
primaries today. 
The reformers have 
put George L. Record forward as their 
candidate for United States Senator, 
while the regulars are generally for 
John F. Dryden, who has served part 
of one term in the senate and desires 
re-election. 
Th e reform faction have 
nominated candidates for the legisla­ 
ture and for congress in some coun­ 
ties. 
W hat both factions seem to fear is 
that neither will honestly abide by 
the result of the primaries, but will 
secretly knife the ticket that wins in 
the primaries at the coming election. 
Though the republicans carried the 
year by 57.<K>8 plurality, it is believved 
to be within the possibilities that the 
democrats may capture the legislature 
this year and elect their senator Eor- 
mer President Grover Cleveland has 
been talked of as a possible candidate 
for the senate, but those best familiar 
with the situation believe it would be 
impossible to persuade him to become 
a candidate. 
Former Senator James 
Smith, Jr.. though the fact that he 
bolted the Bryan presidential tickets 
may militate against his chances, is 
still believed to be the most prominent 
among those mentioned as the dem o­ 
cratic candidate for the senate.

facts was made, showing a total of 
2,048 cases of accidental death or in- 
u>e of drugs, medicines ami poisons 
throughout the United States during 
that period. 
T his is believed to he the first sys­ 
tematic effort to secure a compre­ 
hensive collection of facts of this kind 
covering the entire country, and it is 
the fir>t tabulation of the kind cov­ 
ering an entire year. 
On the 2.048 cases reported, 892 re­ 
sulted fatally. 
O f the whole number 
jot* cases, 1.162 were due to various 
poisons, of which carbolic acid is a 
conspicuous example; 837 cases were 
due to drugs and medicines such as 
are usually prescribed by physicians 
(as distinguished from "patent medi­ 
cines"). and 49 cases av -re due to “ pat­ 
ent medicines” .

icine causes an injury under such cir­ 
cumstances, there is a “ hue and cry” 
about it in two or three sensational 
magazines, and the case is held up as 
an example to show how “children are 
killed by patent medicines.” But these 
publications never mention the fact 
that if a parent leaves medicine of any 
kind within the reach of young chil­ 
dren who take it with disastrous re­ 
sults, it is the fault of the parent and 
not of the medicine. 
Publications of this class purposely 
ignore the many hundreds of 
cases 
where medicines prescribed by physi­ 
cians have produced death or injury 
tinder similar circumstances and never 
even hint that the doctor is responsi­ 
ble for the carelessness of the par­ 
ents 
When then should patent medi­ 


c in e s be held responsible under like 
conditions? 
One mother in Cincinnati during the 
last year gave her babe a dose of a 
“patent medicine” and left the bottle 
within reach of the child who drank 
the entire contents. 
The editor of a 
New York magazine worked himself 
into a frenzy over this case and de­ 
liberately ignored scores of cases of 
injury from strychnine tablets, most 1 
of which resulted fatally, and many 
other cases involving medicines usu­ 
ally prescribed by physicians. 
Many 
of these cases were due to the care­ 
lessness of parents and the desire of 
children to eat anything that 
looks 
good to them, but such ca-es were 
ignored entirely by this editor unless 
the facts could be stretched into an 
indictment of “ patent medicines.” and 
only the cases involving “ patent medi­ 
um 1 cines” were dwelt upon. 
This i* but a 
single illustration where many might 
be cited; but in none of tile reported 
cases would the medicine taken have 
caused injury or death had it not been 
for the carelessness of some one other 
than the physician or the 
medicine 
manufacturer.
